RECIPROCITY. 

It ia fortunate for tljo interests of iba 
country that the furtherance of every mea- 
fure likely to have beneficial effects on the 
general welfare, cloe.», not depend on the notion 
of the Legislative Council, otherwise, judg- 
ing Irom the manner in which that body has 
treated, or rather neglected, tho uumoroui 
bills icnt up to it by the Loner House, we 
could hardly hope to complete, in aay «no 
session, whatever measures of public utility 
might have been origiiated in the popular 
branon of.tha legislature. There are loine 
questions whioh may bo reached by address- 
ing the Executive directly, and thus avoiding 
tho protracted iaaution of the Upper House. 
Tho late resolutions on the joint civil list, 
fortunately came under this category, and in 
consequence, owing to tho prompt action ol 
His Excellency, are already on tho way to 
tho Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
Another measure of national importance has 
lately bees disposed of by the House of 
Assembly in a similar manner, and vre trust, 
has rocoived that earnest and immediate 
attention from the Executivo, which its 
groat importanceand the nrgenl oircumstan- 
ces of the case demand — we alludo to the 
resolutions in favor of a treaty of recipro- 
city between these colonios and the Pacific 
States of America, which were passed 
during tho present session by tho Assembly, 
with suoh unanimity. As the power of ne- 
gotiating treaties rests only with sovereign 
states, any suoh arrangoment can oaly be 
made on our part by the Imperial Govern- 
ment, but it is absolutely nocessary that the 
request should como from ui, and our Legis- 
lature have wisoly taken time by the foro- 
lock, and have done b11 in their power to 
further tho attainment of so desirable an end. 
The preseat time is peculiarly auspicious for 
suoh a movement, inasmuch aa the question 
of the renewal of the treaty botwoen tho 
United Stales and the Enstern Provinces, is 
now being brought prominently forward, and 
any application by us to the high contracting 
powers, for similar privileges to those en- 
joyed in tho East for tho last ten years, would 
add a favorable impulse to ihe continuance 
of the present syBtom, under which b.-.Sh the 
the Provinces and tho United States have 
mado such material progress. The beneficial 
remits to these colonies, under a similar 
treaty, havo been frequtiotly urged in our 
columns, and doubtless there is but on^ 
opinion as to its desirability ; wo have on ly 
now to impress on the Executive the neces- 
sity of the most prompt and poriistent action 
in order to aecuro its attainment. The ten 
years, for whioh lha treaty in the Eist was 
to continue, oipire on the 11 Ih of September, 
1804, and as notico must be giveu by 
either of the contrasting parties, of their 
wishes iu regard to its continuance, it is ob- 
vious that if we hope to corneur.dor tho pro* 
Tiiions of the same or a similar treaty .there is 
no lime lo be lost. There is very little doubt 
that the Eastern treaty will bo renewed ; no 
consideroble section of the American poople 
demand its abrogalion.allhough a largo party 
in tho Eastern Statas aro urgent for its re- 
construction, on a more favorable basis for 
themselves. It is doubtful, however, that it 
■will even be much altored in itsproviBions.as 
it has been such an obvious advantage to the 
"Western States that they will assuredly insist 
on its preservation. Thu East dare not shut 
up tho main avenue of communication frou 
the great West lo the seaboard, which the 
abrogation or even material alteration of tho 
treaty would inevitably bring about, and al- 
though somo change and enlargement of tho 
basis muy bo effected, wo need have no fear 
that by the total abrogation of Reciprocity, 
our own proBpocta of obtaining similar advan- 
tages may be rendered more difficult of at- 
tainment. It will however, be essential to tho 
bucooss of our application, that our neighbors, 
with whom we propose to share the benefits 
of reciprocity, should join with us in our de- 
mauds for its introduction. We would urgo 
on tbo Legislative Council of British Co« 
lumbia, tho advisability of immediate action 
in tho matter, and wo would also press on 
tho attention of our American neighbors, 
tho necessity of making an effort to introduce 
a commercial policy, which must obviously 
bo of much benefit to thomsolvu. Wo have 
many products which thoy want, and which 
wo can supply butter and cheaper than thoy 
now obtain them ; and they fiud a large Gold 
here for their exports, and aro alilce interested 
in koeping our port Ireo and open to their 
commerce. Let us make a unanimous ef- 
fort to obtain full and comploto reciprocal 
trade, and we Bhall sucnood,and that succoss 
will bo not only the guaranteo of substantial 
commercial benefits, such as havo undoubt- 
edly resulted from tho operation of the 
treaty in the East, but will be a stronger 
bond of peBiCe and good will botweon the 
two countries, than though the harbor of San 
Francisco should teem with iron-clads, or the 
•oasts of Vancouver Island bristle with Arm- 
strong gaus.

Mr. DeCosmos said this item was a rnatlor 
of necessity, to relieve the settlers from tho 
many auuoyanocs to which thoy were sub- 
jected. 

Mr. Bayley thought wo should bo satisfied 
in paying this amount, that wo would not bo 
called upon (or tho same thing at a future 
time. 

Dr. Helmcken said he had voted for this 
on previous occasions, and ho would do so 
now if eircumstanccs wero Ihe same. But 
in viow of the resolutions we had lately jant 
home, he. could not voto for the item. The 
only reason why wo should pay them for the 
land was to proverit disturbances (hear bear ) 
and it would be salting a bad example if wo 
paid iheni in this instance. If the titles 
must be extinguished, lot tho Executive re- 
present the matter to the Home Government, 
and that if the title be not extinguished 
there may be an Indian war, which would 
cos t m idi more than paying for the land,. 

Mr. Franklin opposed tho payment of 
the lands, particularly as the Crown Lands 
were not under the control of the Colony. 

Mr. Street said wo should understand the 
position we would bo placed in. If we ara 
going to hang out the red flag, let us say so, 
arid let the settlers understand llmt they may 
drive off and kill thu natives and not be ac- 
cu«ed of murder. Let Iho people undorslarid 
how they staad. The system of dealing 
with the nati is in the neighboring country 
may be harsh, but at least it is definite! 
Evjry settlor knows that the Indian's hand 
is against him, and hi, band must be against 
the Indian. 

Mr. Young said it was simply a question 
of whether we should have any settlements 
or not ; promises hud been made, both to the 
Indians and the settlers, whioh must bo 

kept. 

Mr. DeCosmos asked whether this voto in^- 
elude I tiie Cornox lands also ? 

Mr. Young said ho beliovod it did; calcu- 
lations had beau iiindo of the number of In- 
dians, and tho amount required to buy Ihem 
off. 

Dr. Trimble said than tho IIouso would bo 
quite inconsistent in voting this item. The; 
lands belonged lo the crown, let the crown 
extinguish the Indian lifles. He moved that 
the ilcm be struck out. 

Mr. IJayley moved that the sum bo not 
paid till the Crown Lands become ihe pro- 
perty of the colony. 

The original 'Horn of $0,700 was yoted.

Mr. Young said a proposition had boon 
made by a gentleman in this city to go home 
as a lecturer, asking no remuneration for his 
services, but simply to have his expenses 
paid.

Ho thought thay might 
be very well combined, allowing, say $1000 
for advertising, etc., and <(2000 for a good, 
practical lecturer, 

Dr. Helrncken movod that tho Itom bo 
struck put; if anything whs done in tho mat- 
ter, it should bo done in conjunction with 
lirilisb Columbia. Vnncnuvoi- Island could 
easily obtnin nil tho immigrants she wanted, 
Without any snob scheme. As lo tho propos- 
ition of doing the work simply for expenses, 
it looked very siinplo, but ho would like to 
know what thu expenses would bo, Tho sys- 
tem of paid loctinors hud been exploded, ka 
to a general ollice lor giving iuformation.tlmt 



might be ol more advantage ; but he would 
like to know iho cost of such a scheme.

PURSUERS.

Captain Moorehouso, of the biig Ida D. 
Rogers, Ironi Kanagawa. inform, us that tho 
news of Semmes being entrapped ut Amoy 
reached Kanngawa shortly before the brig 
•ailed for San Prancisco. The U. S. sloop- 
of-war Jamestown was then in port and at 
onco gol under way and put to sea iu a gale, 
with double reefed topsails and a fair wind 
Ho did not Btnle whiiher he was bound, bill 
|ho American shipmasters in port had every 
reason lo believe ami tq know thnt ho went 
lo join Captain MoDougall, of ll.e U. S. 
Hteamur Wyoming, al Amoy. Captain 
Moorehouso waj on board the Jamestown 
just before she sailed. She wa, in splendid 
lighting trim, and bad one of iho host crews 
he had ever seen. She is ono ol the old 
class of sloops ol-war, but she carries guns 
of large calibre. 

The Wyoming is very heavily armed, hav- 
ing besides her broadsides of 'J-ineh guns, 
two 11-inch pivot guns. It was supposed 
thai tho Jamestown would reach Amoy in 
about a woek from the day of her departure ; 
tho distanco is some eight hundred or a 
thousand, miles. Sho sailed on the '4<jih of 
December. 

SITUATION OK THK " ALABAMA "—CHANCES FOR 
A 1'IOHT. 

The harbor of Amoy is small, but deep, 
and well sheltered. It is opposite the Island 
of Formosa. The dock in whioh the Ala- 
bama was undergqing repairs, is of slono, and 
i, the property of certain Chinese merchants. 
It is Bitualsd on tho western end of the 
Island of Amoy, upon which tho town of thai 
name is built, and opposite tho small Island 
of Ku Lang Su. 

There nro throo channels from the outer 
bay into tho harbor by which tha dock can 
be approached — one, between Amoy and tho 
mainland is shallow and impracticably save 
for Chinese pilots ; tho cthur two are deep 
and easily navigated. Of these one passes to 
the southward of ku Lang Su, and the olhor 
balwcen that island and Amoy. Tho captain 
thinks that tho two war ships would nol con- 
fit,.! themselves lo a mote blockade, but pro- 
oeoij at pneo to attack the piralo in his help- 
less condition, as ho would bo moro than a 
match for a sailing vessol, such as the James 
town, while tho Wyoming could only keep 
guard oyer tho entrance.

Thnt 
men of the stamp of White and Webster 
should givo way to thoir brulnl instinol, and 
resort lo revolvers on ihe slightest possible 
provocation may be comparatively intelligi- 
ble. But when men who hold in a certain 
degree a respectablo position in sociely, ut 
any rato sufficiently so to render them oligible 
residents at a respectable hotel, reply by a 
bullet to an unpalatable argument, the most 
severe measures o( repression which the lavs- 
allow-' become necessary. Bulkloy's trial 
will, of course, only be a pro formn one n, 
tho murder was an open one. — Shanghai 
Shipping JVctw.

Payment of the indemuity by the Prlnoe 
Satsuma. 

Wo announced in our last issue thnt Snt- 
Mimn's Envoys had given notice of their in- 
tention lo call upon tho British Minister, on 
Hit 9th inslnut, with a view to bringing Iho 
negotiations upon wh ch they bad entered, lo 
a close. 

Accordingly, on the 9th instant, Satsuma 'a 
Envoys, accompanied by noma strangers, 
who, curiously esnough, turned out to bo spto- 
lal Envoys of Sbimadzu Sabro himself, were at 
tho Brili.-h Legatiou at the hour appoinled. 
After getting through some preliminary mai- 
lers the original Envoys stated to the effect 
that they had the honor ol bringing tho uo- 
gjtiatlona to far, and they now wished to in- 
iroduco Ihe Envoys of Sbimadzu Sabro hirn- 
self. Shfmadzu's people were then shown 
by Satsutna's Envoys to tho chief seats at 
tiie conference, the latter removing to lower 
places. 

Durinj the oonferenco the Japanese show- 
ed ihe strongest desire to see tho difficulty 
which thay had been sunt to arrange, amic- 
ably settled. They appointed Friday, ihe 
I lib inslant, for the positive payment of Ihe 
indemnity — SlOO.OllO ; and Ibey further 
signed a written engagement that Salsuma 
would undevintingly seek up Ihe murderers of 
Mr. Richardson, und execute Ihem |iu the 
presence of the British authorities who 
might be appoinled to witness the execution. 

Afterwards ihe Envoys made some char- 
acteristic presents, according to Japanese cus- 
tom. upon joyous occasions. 

We hear that a gift of oranges, for tho 
officers of ilia Euryalus, etc., fi rmed part uf 
the presents, none of which were intrinsi- 
cally very valuable or cosily. Simplicity and 
utility are the leading features in the gifts ol 
o Japanese, which are intended ohietiy, wo 
believo, to be expressive of their desire and 
intention to be practically friendly.

Suro'ogacho, and in tho house of Mitsui, a 
wealthy merchant; who was ono of Iho first, 
if not tho first Jap.inest trader who sot up nn 
establishment at Yokohama after the treaties 
hnd been made, and who conducted a large 
banking business, in addition to the business 
of silk mercl'.stnt' mid draper, Mitsui ha, 
been anforlqnata j his branch establishment 
at Yokohama was burned down ralhor luss 
than two years ago. 

The sosnu of thu tiro on this occasion was 
n wealthy business quarter, and Iho total loss 
sustained is very considerable, It is ostiinated 
that five hundred bouses ol tho battel class 
have been destroyed, besides a large number 



thai this might prove to bo a sign of a solid 
lasting peaea between the two countries, and 
thai no further dillicultios may arise.
